When the top works of the Muren 
Coal Mine caught fire the Belleville 


firemen went out, but it turned right 
around and came right back again, 
because the fire was two blocks be- 
yond the city limits and therefore be- 
yond the pale of the firemen’s inter- 
ference, under a general order of the 
administration, enforced for the pur- 
pose of encouraging annexation. 

“O, see the fire,’’ was all they said. 

When Mayor Kern heard about it 
he suspended the general order and 
issued a special one directing the 
firemen to proceed to the fire, But by 
the time the firemen arrived the sec- 
ond time the fire had consumed every- 
thing about the place, to the extent 
of $10,000. Charles Emery, superin- 
tendent of the Southern Coal and 
Mining Co., owners, says that the 
buildings could have been saved if 
the firemen had gone to work the 
first time they came. 

As a result of the delay and the 
consequent destruction of the build- 
ings, 175 miners who ‘would have 
gone to work Monday after being idle 
the greater part of the summer will 
be kept out of work for an additional 
indefinite period. 

The mine is nearly two miles from 
the center of town, but when the 
alarm sounded at 8 o’clock Friday 
evening the firemen made a good run 
and when they arrived the flames 
were confined for the most part to 
the blacksmith shop, in which it or- 
iginated. The fire was so near the 
dead/line that the firemen were torn 
by doubts. They took their bearings 
and decided that it was beyond the

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John Hartwig Passes Away 
Soon After the First 
Tragedy. 


MOMBU ELECTROCUTED 


Hartwig Had Forgotten to 
Turn Off Electric Switch 
at Ice Box. 








Believing that his carelessness caused 
the electrocution of a man, John Hart- 
wig of 3221 Barrett avenue died in de- 
lirlum at the Lutheran Hospital. 

Hartwig was employed in a butcher's 
shop at 1432 Salisbury street. As a pre- 
caution against robbers the icebox had 
an attachmént by which anyone who 
touched it at night would receive a 
severe shock. 

It was a part of Hartwig’s duty to 
turn off the switch each morning, so 
that the current would not pass through 
the metal work of the box in the day- 
time. 

Three weeks ago, one morning, he 
forgot to do this. Harry Homan, de- 
livery wagon driver for a packing com- 
pany, caught hold of the handle of the 
box. The floor was wet and Homan 
received the full force of the current. 
It grounded through him and he fell 
to the floor unconscious. 

Hartwig ran to pull Homan away from 
the box. but he slipped and fell, the 
back of his head striking an ice pick 
and he too lay unconscious on the floor. 

Homan was dead when picked up. 

Hartwig continued at work a week, 
but he was greatly worried because 
of Homan’s death. 

A week ago he became ill and it 
was thought that he had typhoid fe- 
ver. Four days ago he became de- 
lirious and constantly cried: 

“Turn off the switch. turn off the 
switch.” 

Physicians at the hospital say that 
though Hartwig had a mild attack of 
typhoid fever that in itself was not 
sufficient to have caused his delirium.

Twenty candidates were announced 
for lay delegateships, with places for 
only seven. One hundred and ninety-three 
votes were cast, making 97 nocessary 19 
a choice. Oliver Carson, a prominent 
Indianapolis attorney, placed the Vice- 
President’s name before the conference, 
and there was but slight applause. 

The first vote resulted in the election 
of C. B. Cooper of this city and Samuel 
J. Wilson of Indianapolis. Cooper re- 
ceived 138 votes and Wilson 100. Fair- 
banks received only 79. 


Drops to 45 Votes. 

The friends of the Vice President im- 
mediately got busy, and speeches were 
made in his behalf. On the second bal- 
lot A. J. Bigney of Moor’s Hill, with 
100 vots, and Frederick Bye of Milltown, 
with 100 votes, were elected. The Vice- 
Presidert’s vote was only 65. On the 
third ballot there was no election and 
the vote of the Vice-President dropped 
to 45. There was no election again on 
the fourth ballot, but Fairbanks gained 
two. votes. 

Consternation was abroad in the con- 
ference, and the friends of the Vice- 
President were panic-stricken. On the 
fifth ballot W. N. Showers of Bloom- 
ington received 118 votes and was elect- 
ed. The vote of the Vice-President 
dropped down to 38, and the Rey. Stans- 
field withdrew his name. On the next 
| be ot Charles E. Grubbs of Conners- 
ville and Dr. & E. Vanosdel of Washk- 
ington, Ind., were elected, making the 
seven required delegates. 

The lay delegates to the conference 
here were by no means reticent when 
asked why the Vice-President was de- 
| feated. They said they would not vote 
for any man who served cocktails at 
his dinner, even though he might be a 
prominent Methodist. Another story 
that hurt the Vice-President Was the 
report that although worth millions, he 
gives but sparingly to the Methodist 
churches, colleges and hospitals.

Denies Being Present When 
He Was Voted Most Ac- 
ceptable Candidate. 





Former Gov. David R. Francis, prob- 
ably St. Louis’ most famous citizen, 
awoke to find himself still more a 
mous Saturday, when he read that the 
Standard Oil Co. had picked him as its 
candidate for President. 

Press dispatches from New York fur- 
nished him the interesting announce- 


ment that the oil octopus had induced. 
several friendly Democratic leaders to! 


hold a meeting to select a ‘‘safe’’ can- 
didate and that these aforesaid friendly 


leaders had selected him. 


The dispatches further detailed to the 
World's Fair president that he had been 
at the conference of these leaders at 
the Waldorf-Astoria Thursday and Fri- 
day. Then mentioned the names of 
Bailey of Texas, Smith of New Jersey, 
Taggart of Indiana and Sheehan of 
New York as “among those present’’ 
with Mr. Francis. 


All News to Francis. 

“If I am acceptable to the Siandard 
Oil Co. as a candidate for President,’’ 
Gov. Francis remarked after reading 
the dispatches, “I den’t know it.’’ 

“T was not in New York Thursday or 
Friday, as I returned home from a 
three months’ vacation Friday night. 
Not only was I not at the reported meet- 
ing, but I never heard of it before.’’ 

Gov. Francis said he is not a candi- 
date for President, despite the fact that 
his candidacy has been urged by Mayor 
Wells of St. Louis, and he has been 
suggested as an available man by East- 
ern Democratic leaders. 

He called attention to the fact that a 
report was sent out from New Yerk 
about a month ago, stating that some- 
body had selected him as presiding ef- 
ficer for the next Democratic National 
Convention. 
about that meeting. 


Mayor Wells Is for Him. 

Gov. Francis has been in New York 
and Boston several times during the 
summer, however, and while there has 
meet many LHastern Democrats. of 
prominence. 

Mayor. Wells. who launched the 
Francis boom in Philadelphia last sum- 
mer, said, after reading the dispatch 
from New York Saturday: 

“I said before that I considered Mr. 
Francis the most available man for the 
Democratic party to nominate for 
President of the United States, and I 
have no reason to change my opinion 
on that subject. 

“IT still think he is the best - fitted 
man in the country for the nomination 
for the presidency. He is a thoroughly 
capable man with much experience in 


public affairs. 

‘“T do not think the New York dis- 
patch does Mr. Francis justice. In my 
opinion, were he elected President, he 
would net be President for the Standard 
Oil Co., but for the entire country and 
all the people in it.” 


TELEGRAPHERS ASK 
AID FROM HADLEY 


Evidence That Messages Have Been 
Mailed Are Sent to 
Official. 











The striking telegraphers in St. Louis 
have presented to Attorney General 
Hadley, evidence regarding the mailing 
of telegrams and requested him to in- 
stitute ouster proceedings to deprive 
the telegraph companies of their right 
to do business in the State. The At- 
torney-General has not notified the 
strikers what he will do. 

Texas, and some of the other south- 
western states, are preparing to make 
a legal fight against the telegraph com- 


‘panics, based upon complaints made by 


the strikers. The Kansas City tele- 
graphers say they have procured evi- 
dence of the mailing of telegrams and 
have placed it in the hands of the At- 
torney-General. 

Statement of President Ewing. 

The St. Louis strikers gathered evi- 
dence of singular character soon after 
the strike was called. They laid the 
facts before the Circuit Attorney and the 
post-office department, but no action 
was taken. 

President Ewing, of the teiegraphers’ 
union, stated Saturday that he was 
hopeful that Attorney General Hadley 
would file ouster suits against the com- 
panies. 

“We have placed the evidence with 
the Attorney-General,” said President 
Kwing. 

“The evidence in the form of affidavits 
and telegrams and envelopes that had 
been mailed, was sent to him a few 
days ago. The Kansas City telegranh- 
ers also furnished Mr. Hadley some evi- 
dence of the same Kind.”

Stock-Jobbing Transactions. 

“What Mr. Harriman has done to and 
with the great corporation of which you 
are trustees and directors you know 
from the investigation made by the In- 
terstate Commerce Commission. It was 
your duty to prevent these transactions 
and not to approve them blindly in ad- 
vance, as you did by your resolution au- 
thorizing Mr. Harriman to pledge the 
credit of your corporation as if it were 
his individual property. With yoy 
stockholders’ money Mr. Harriman paid 
$128,641,108 for shares of stock in the 
Atchison, Baltimore &° Ohio, St. Paul, 
Illinois Central, New York Central and 
other railroad corporations. These 
stocks are now worth $30,000,000 less than 
they cost. The prices paid for them 
were the highest. Not only were the ex- 
cessive market prices charged, but com- 
missions of over $12,000,000 were paid to 
Kuhn, Loeb & Cbd.. and Mr. Harriman’s 
syndicates for buying and selling these 
and other stocks and bonds which Mr. 
Harriman dealt in with your corporate 
funds. 

‘‘As to Mr. Harriman’s persona! profit 
by these transactions no one knows ex- 
cept himself and his brokers. Some of 
the stocks which he took your stock- 
holders’ money to buy he confessedly 
owned. As to other stocks he refused 
to answer whether or not he owned 
them. They were purchased through 
his brokers at prices fixed by him and 
them. Estimated on the face of present 
and prior market values, the stock 
and bond transactions of your great 
corporation paid a profit to someone in 
addition to the brokerage commissions 
and discounts of over $25,000,000. 

Road’s Credit Impaired. 

“Your corporation is now loaded 
with these stocks purchased at ex- 
orbitant prices. Its credit has been 
impaired by issues of your bonds to 
provide the money to pay for Mr. 
Harriman’s purchases. A great part 
of that money went to himself and 
his brokers as their individual profits. 


So far as these sums are in excess of 
honest brokerage charges they are 
theft, and in any event they should 
all be reclaimea by you for your 


stockholders’ benefit. 
“The funds of which you are trust- 


ces were thus used by Mr. Harr'- 
man, to acguire control of the IIli- 
nois Central and to oust Stuyvesant 
Fish from its presidency. Mr. Harri- 
man’s conduct in this Illinois Central 
matter was simply the use of trust 
funds for personal advantage and ag- 
grandizement. He had no more right 
to use the Union Pacific’s funds for 
this purpose than to use the policy 
holders’ funds. For his unlawful use 
of the policyholders’ money he was 
properly ousted from the Equitable. 
For his more colossal and more fla- 
grant misuse of your stockholders’ 
money he should be ousted from the 
Union Pacific. 

‘‘In July, 1906, you authorized Mr. Har- 


riman to borrow on your company’s 
credit ‘‘such sums of money as may be 
required,’”’ to. make notes for these 
amounts and to pledge the company’s 
securities and credit therefor. You nev- 
er should have abandoned your lawful 
power and sought to shirk your re- 
sponsibilities by such a resolution. You 
now realize from its results how un- 
worthy Mr. Harriman is of any finan- 
cial or public trust. 
Chicago and Alton Swindle. 

‘When you passed your resolution of 
July, 1906, you must have been aware 
of what Mr. arriman had previously 
done with the Chicago & Alton Rail- 
road. This was one of the model rail- 
roads of the country, run on practical 
lines. Its capitalization was only $31,- 
208,960, on which it paid good dividends 
to its stockholders and gave econom- 
ical and effective service to tue public. 
Mr. Harriman bought control of its 
stock with money borrowed from ilfe 
insurance companies, their subsidiary 
banks and trust companies. 

‘He then increased the capitalization 
to $114,000,000. He issued $32,000,000 3 per 
cent bonds to himself at 6 and sold 
them to the New York Life Insurance 
Co. at 92 and 9. He declared a 30 per 
cent dividend out of the bond proceeds, 
so that this manipulation of this bond 
issue paid for his stock. Then he made 
a further issue of $22,000,000 of bonds to 
himself at 60 and sold them at 8. He its- 
sued new preferred stock and sold it to 
your corporation. He unloaded on the 
Chicago & Alton the bonds of a branch 
road which had not been bullt, voted to 
himself a bonus for his services and left 
himself the owner of the new common 
stock and with $23,724,000 profits. Of this 
new capitalization the Attorney-General 
of Illinois said over 70 per cent “was not 
created for any legitimate purpose for 
which a railroad is or can be organized 
under the statutes of IIlinols.’’ 

“Chicago & Alton common stock is 
now selling at next to nothing. Mr. 
Harriman no longer owns it. He sold it 
to deluded purchasers at a price sev- 
eral times higher than its present value. 


Harriman and Political Corruption. 
‘Were Mr. Harriman's misdeeds con- 


fined to the wrecking of railroad corpo- 
rations, disastrous as their results would 
be to railroad development, to railroad 
credit and to financial security, they 
would not amount to the grave public 
peril which his political corruption has 
created. 

“Mr. Harriman for vears has wunder- 
taken to be a political power. His 
standards of politics are as low as his 
standards of finance. He believes that 
politicians are a matter of purchase and 
gale like railroad stocks, and that po- 
litical committees and railroad organiza- 
tions should be like dummy boards of 
directors; that in politics as in Wail 
street everything should pay him a 
profit. 

“To quote the exact lauguage of 
President Roosevelt's letter te Con- 
gresman Sherman, who had just come 
from Mr. Harriman: “You inform me 
that he told you he did sot care ta 
the least, becnuse those people were 
crooks and he could buy them; that 
whenever he wanted legislation from 
a State Legislature he could buy it, 








that he ‘could buy Congress.’ and that 





if mecessary he ‘could buy the ju- 
dictary,’” 
“That Mr. Harriman really believed 


what Congressman Sherman reported 
him as saying his political acts prove. 
He began politics with Benjamin B. 
Odell Jr.. to whom he gave a cam- 
paign contribution and had the high- 
ways near his country estate in Or- 
ange County, N. Y., altered to suit his 
convenience. He secured State canal 
contracts in the name of one of his 
many corporations, the Furnacevilie 
Iron Co., and made large profits at 
the cost of the people of New York 
by charging for rock excavation 
ground which was excavated with a 
plow. His alliance with Mr. Odell 
was turned to his further profit in 
having the New York law amended 
to make Mr. Harriman’s Chicago & 
Alton a saving bank investment. In 
return for these favors he was a con- 
tributor to Mr. Odell’s campaign fund, 
and, as he testified before the Arm- 
strong committee: “Mr. Odell had 
political influence because of his re- 


lations to me.” 
The Harriman Contribution. 


“In 1904 Mr. Harriman extended his 
baneful political activities to national 
affairs. He went to Washington and 
conferred with President Roosevelt, and 
according to Mr. Harriman's statement 
of the interview, “the President asked 
if I would help them in raising the nec- 
essary funds."’ After this interview Mr. 
Harriman returned to New York and 
did raise the necessary funds’ to the 
amount of $200,000. According to Mr. 
Harriman’s letter to Mr. Sidney Web- 
ster, “this amount enabled the New 
York State Coinmittee to continue its 
work, with the result that at least 50,- 
00 votes were turned in the State of 
New York alone, making a difference of 


100,000 votes in the general result.” 
‘Mr. Harriman boasted that the money 


raised by him had decided the State 
election. According te his own recital 
ihe money was used in election districts 
to influence votes, thereby making the 
most collosal bribery at the polls that 
was ever notoriously make known. 


‘The high political corruption which 
Mr. Harriman believed he had created 
can be compared only with Benedict 
Arnold's act of treason, He thought 
he was bribing the President of the 
United Statek and was insuring to 
himself, by purchase, proprietary con- 
trol over Government regulation of 
railroad uffairs. That this was his 
attitude is canfirmed by his public 
statements with reference to the 
transactions between himecif and the 
President and the President's cam- 
paign chairman, Mr. Cortelyou. 

“Possibly it is a mistake to ask you 
gentlemen to consider these facts solely 
in a public-spirited manner. Possibly 
some of you have financially profited 
by Mr. Harriman’s transactions. You 
may have played the Lazarus and sul- 


sisted upon the crumbs from Mr. Har ; 


riman’s table. 
Dummy Directors. 

‘In that case, you are all of a kind; 
you the more despicable because thk- 
pettier, he the more dangerous because 
the abler and move daring. But The 
World prefers to believe that the great 
offense committed by you gentlemen is 
that of being dummy directors. It ‘s 
the offense that wes committed by or. 
est and respectable directors who per 
mitted Equitable corruption. It ig the 
offense that was committed by equally 
honest and respectable trustees who tol 
erated McC urdy in the Mutual and Per- 
kins in the New York Life. The World 
prefers to believe that you gentlemen, 
under the spur of public opinion, wili 
undertake to clean house, as some life 
insurance directors did when they came 
to realize the enormous crimes that have 
been committed by their shirking of re- 
sponsibility and evading the sacred du- 
ties fu their trusteeship. 

“The business interests of the United 
States will not tolerate excessive rates 
of interest because Mr. Harriman and 
his associates have absorbed an unduc 
proportion of the available capital of 
the country. The stockholders and bond 
holders who legally own the railroad 
property of the United States will not 
tolerate the continuance of such pro- 
ceedings, because it means their in- 
poverishment. You very well know that 
such transactions have been possibic 
only because they were kept secret. Thu 
politicians of the United States will fot 
tolerate the open statement that they 
are purchasable and that the judiciary 
and the legislators alike can be bribea 
by the highest bidder. They must show 
by their actions that Mr. Hariman's 
sunmimary of their virtues is false. 

“The people of the United States will 
not tolerate the overcapitalization of 
the public highways by swindling 
stock-jobbery and the high freight and 
passenger rates resulting therefrom. 
The people are collectively honest and 
their standards of public life and fidu- 
clary honor are high. The spirit of 
popular discontent has not reached its 
height, but is only beginning.

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RELIEF FROM DOLLAR GAS. 

The public demand for gas at fair rates is not 
going to halt because the way seems rough or 
even impossible. 

Where there’s a will there’s usually a way, 
and when the will is the public will there is 
more than likely to be a way with a corporation. 

Several possibilities point the way around, or 
over, or under surface legal obstacles, and these 
possibilities must be thoroughly explored. 

Corporation wisdom might simplify the mat- 
ter. The necessity of preserving some sort of 
terms with the public is coming to be better un- 
derstood by intelligent corporate management 
of public utilities. Reciprocal relations are abso- 
lutely necessary to the life of such business, 
whether the company enjoys a perpetual fran- 
chise or not. The Laclede concern will have to 
ask favors of the people of St. Louis a long time 
before 1920. 

With public encouragement for a compctitive 
enterprise there would be plenty of ready capital 
to engage in the manufacture of gas at rates 
both fair and insuring certain and ample profit. 
The possibility of competition will have to be 
taken into account. 

A single decision by the Supreme Court of 
Missouri, or by the Supreme Court of the United 
States, for that matter, does not always estab- 
lish finality. Nothing is truer than that the 
decisions of courts are not irrevocable. Possi- 
bilities of change are inherent in the nature of 
courts and in the growth of law. 

What a retrial of the city’s rights to fx gas 
rates might accomplish, with an: adequate and 
full presentation of all facts and questions in- 
volved, with a showing of changed and modern 
conditions and an appeal to new developments 
of legal doctrine applicable to the case as it now 
stands, cannot be foreseen. 

Deeper than existing technical obstructions 
lies the truth that there can be no right to rob. 
Sooner or later, in one way or another, funda- 
mental justice must work out the relief of a 
community which is charged two prices for gas; 
and work out the punishment of a corporation 
which ignores fair dealing.

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ST. LOUIS’ BANKING INSTITUTIONS. 

Whatever criticism may be passed upon the 
management of the Missouri-Lincoln Trust Co., 
its creditors are to be congratulated upon the 
fact that its affairs have passed into the hands 
of a great bank with resources so abundant that 
there can be no question that all obligations 
will be met in full. 

It is noteworthy in this connection that while 
the powerful Mercantile Trust Co. has made 
itself directly responsible for the liquidation 
which is now in progress, there are a dozen 
other banks in St. Louis, any one of which has 
sufficient financial energy to have undertaken 
the enterprise which was assumed by the Mer- 
cantile. 

St. Louis is fortunate in the number, the char- 
acter and the strength of its banking institu- 
tions. At a time like this when 
commerce in all their branches are at the max- 
imum and when the legitimate demands made 
upon financial institutions are at their greatest, 
the intelligent conservatism of our bankers 
counts for a great deal. It is the rock upon 
which the city’s prosperity is based and there 
is no reason to believe that it will ever be 
shaken. 

The fact that after careful investigation one 
of the strongest and most ably managed of these 
banks voluntarily assumed the business and 
obligations of the trust company now in liquida- 
tion, should be accepted, we think, as conclusive 
proof not only that conditions generally are 
wholesome, but that there will be no loss of 
confidence resulting from this closing out of a 
business which for one reason and another had 
ceased to be profitable. 
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They are not exactly showing at the Borah 
trial that ex-Gov.

Welcome in St. Louis Churches. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch. 
Some woman writer has lately been telling of her 
experiences in the wilds of St. 


the part of the city’s churches. The writer's ex- 
perience has been entirely different. He came to 
St. Louis as a stranger several months ago, and be- 
fore transferring his church membership to a St. 
Louis church, attended several different churches in 
the city. In every instance, so far as he can remem- 
ber, he was given every courtesy that could be ex- 
pected. Had there been any chilling treatment ac- 
corded, it certainly would have been remembered in 
contrast to the general reception given. At Pilgrim 
Congregational Church several persons spoke to the 
writer and a friend acompanying him. They made 
friendly inquiries of the visitors and, learning that 
latter were from near Dr, Mitchell’s former 
home, introduced them to the pastor, who greeted 
them very kindly. At the Lafayette Park Presby- 
terian Church they were recelved with equal warmth 
and were introduced to a number of people on their 
first visit. On subsequent visits they were made ac- 
quainted with others and kindly remembered by o'h- 
ers whom they had met on former visits. 
Jrand Avenue and North Presbyterian churches the 
writer has been taken by the hand by different mem- 
bers of the congregations and invited to return. He 
has always been shown to a good pew and been oth- 
erwise made to feel welcome. At the Lafayette Park 
Methodist Church and at a Methodist Church which 
the writer attended before he became familiar enough 
with the city to remember the place, he was greeted 
by one or more of the members. True, 
sometimes, in the movement of a large congregation 
toward the doors, there has been little opportunity 
for any attempt at sociability. Then, too, it must be 
remembered there is often a self-consciousness on the 
part of the strangers that makes them appear re- 
gerved and difficult to approach. Church members 
who attempt to be friendly to strangers sometimes 
even meet with rebuff.

ONE CENT PAPERS. 


From Harper's Weekly. 

Newspapers, it seerns—New York 
newspapers, at any rate—should receive 
more credit than they get for being in 
business solely to do good—or in some 
cases to raise hob—and not from any 
sordid purpose to make money. Mr. 
vohn Norris ts an authority whom we 
find quoted as declaring in behalf of 
the newspaper publishers of New York, 
that their is hanging over 16 of them 
an'tincrease of $3,000,000 a year in cost 
of production. This $3,000,000 of added 
expense he divides into $2,160,000 for 
white paper: $600,000 additional for com- 
positors, $200,000 for stereotypers and 
$100,000 for other labor. Not more than 
four papers, of the 16, Mr. Norris says, 
can meet this increased expense and 
still make both ends meet. Mr. Norris 
thinks the daily newspaper business is 
the most precariou* venture going. 
Ninety per cent of the newspapers cir- 
culated in New York he finds to be 1- 
cent papers. The newsdealers, Mr. Nor- 
ris says, make a vast dealt of money 
out of the New York papers-—$1,500,00 
from the World alone; organized 
labor takes an enormous sum 
from them in tribute and wages 
—$2,500,000 a year being paid for 
labor by the World alone; but the re- 
turns to capita! invested in the news- 
paper business, Mr. Norris considers so 
unsatisfactory as to imperil the liberty 
of the press. All of which brings 
into the forum of discussion how long 
the present l-cent papers can continue 
to be sold for 1 cent. One cent buys at 
least a third less of most commodities 
than it did when I-cent newspapers be- 
gan to be the fashion, but it buys more 
newspapers now than ever,
